The explosion of a can of gasoline at 
8:39 o’clock Saturday morning set fire to 
the premises 501 and 508 South Second street.

WHEELING, W. Va., Aug. 17.—A story 1s 
published here that the Steel Trust con- 
templates removing its plants in the Wheel- 
ing district to some point further west, 
where there is less antagonism to non-union 
The story comes direct from the 
manager of a trust mill, who refuses to 
allow the use of his name. He says the 
plan is to create an entirely new com- 
munity, with all the interests within one in- 
closure. 

People here generally feel no alarm. Sev- 
eral of the plants are new, modern and 


large, and their removal would entail enor- 


mous expense, to say nothing of practical 


abandonment of thousands of acres of coal 
land hereabouts, owned by the trust. The 
railroads centering here would vigorously 
— such a plan. 
ugust Pollack, a millionaire cigar manu- 
facturer of Wheeling, today gave President 
Shaffer of the Amalgamated Association 
his check for $100 to aid the strikers, and 
romised further financial aid. Mr. Pol- 
uck says: 

“It would be better for Mr. Carnegie to 
leave as a legacy the means of avoidance 
of another Homestead tragedy of 1892 than 
ved Scatter costly libraries all over the coun- 
ry.” 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 17.—Attention in the 
Steel strike is directed to the West again 
today. Every possible effort of the strik- 
ers is centered to win Milwaukee and Chi- 
cago over from their adverse standing on 
the strike. Milwaukee is to vote on the 
question today and the labor leaders are 
confident that final action will be favorable 
‘0 them. After Milwaukee acts a move 
will be made to get the Chicago men to 
hold another meeting and reconsider their 
two refusals to come out. ‘ 

Coupled with the new western plan is, a 
determined effort on the part of the strik- 
ers to break into the solid combination of 
Carnegie properties. 

Secret organization has been going on in 
the latter for some time, despite the vigil- 
ance of the officials, and a show of 
strength is expected by Monday.

and secure.a license for $1. Then the dog 
round at the foot of Gasconade street 
must be visited and a fee of 75 cents paid 
for the delivery of the dog. The 75-cent 
charge is to pay for the care of the ani- 
mal, and to remind the owner that he 
ought to have bought a license in the first 
piace. 

‘There are 300 more dogs In the city than 
there were when the tax was $3,” said 
Collecter Joseph P. Whyte. ‘That is, there 
are that many more of which this depiurt- 
men has official knowledge. We hope to 
learn later that there are still more, which 
we now strongly —— 

“The $3 tax was pald by 900 dog owners. 
Since the tax was reduced 300 licenses have 
been sold. 

“The license fees are payable in Janu- 
ary, and the reason for the present boom 
is the activity of the dog catchers. 

“At the openine of the next year, ‘when 
the licenses fall due, I hope to show thet 
the new rate has been more profitable to 
the city than the old. To bring this about 
three times as many licenses must be sold, 
This ought not to be difficult.’’ 

In the Locust street boarding house 
neighborhood sufferers from the dog nui- 
sance have taken the law into their own 
hands, and half a dozen animals within a 
week past have made their last meals on 
morsels of meat saturated with strychnine, 
which have been left in convenient alleys. 
Whether the city lost a dollar in each of 
these cases or saved the later expense of 
carting the animals to the pound and kill- 
ing them is not definitely known, but the 
prevailing belief is that the dogs were all 
‘strays,’’ on whom no one would have tak- 


en out a license.

Garbage Reduction Measure 
Laid Over. 


ALSO SMOKE ABATEMENT 


BOTH WERE PASSED BY THE 
HOUSE FRIDAY NIGHT. 


Councilmen Object to the Amendment 
Increasing the Term of Garbage 
Contract From Three to 
Seven Years. 


At its meeting Saturday morning the 
City Council voted to lay over the garbage 
reduction bill passed by the House of Dele- 
gates Friday night with numerous amend- 
ments, and it was* laid over until next 
Tuesday, to be considered, in the mean- 
time, by the sanitary committee. 

A delegation of Tenth ward citizens, in- 
dignant at the action of the House in ex- 
tending the term of the new contract. from 
three to seven years, called on the Coun- 
cil and were received by Chairman Sheehan 
and members of the sanitary committee. 
Members of the delegation said, after con- 
sulting the councilmen, that the latter had 
expressed a determination to stand by their 
original declaration for a three-year con- 
tract, 

If both houses of the assembly insist on 
their own versions of the bill a deadlock 
will follow, and further valuable time re- 
maining before the awarding of the con- 
tract will be lost. 

When the measure came before the Coun- 
cil Saturday morning, Councilman Horton 
at once asked that the amendments added 
by the House be explained by Mr. Sheehan, 
or that time should be given to all the 
members to study them. It was voted to 
lay the matter over until Tuesday. 

The smoke abatement bill, passed by the 
House Friday night without amendment, 
was also laid over until Tuesday under the 
rules, 


Council Took 
a Positive Stand. 


The Council took a positive stand a few 
weeks ago on the term of the contract. The 
question before them now will be whether 


it is better to hold out for a three years 
term or avoid further expensive delay by) 
passing the bill with the House amend- 
ments. 

Members of the minority in the House 
Friday night took the latter view of the 
situation and voted for the passage of the 
amended bill after they had voted in vain 
against the amendments. 

he Council bill fixed the time of expira- 
tion of the contract as Nov. 14, 194. The 
House amendments extend this time to 
July 14, 1908. 

Other sections of the House amendments 
provide that the streets leading to the re- 
duction plants shall be well paved, that a 
$50,000 guarantee for readiness to execute 
the contract shall be posted by the person 
obtaining it, that the plant shall have a 
capacity of 350 tons a day at first and 600 
tons later, and that the works may be pur- 
chased by the city at the close of three 
years after the termination of the contract. 

Negotiations for this purpose must be 
commenced 60 days before the expiration of 
the third year of the contract and arbitra- 
tors are provided for. 

The Hcuse, as had been anticipated, 
passed the smoke abatement bill without 
amendment. 

At the opening of the sneeties Delegate 
Reiss tntroduced resolutions calling for the 
reports of all held-up bills, and referring 
especially to the garbage and smoke bills 
and the bill for the electric lighting and 
power plant at the waterworks.

WHAT WAS THE METHOD? 

What was the method of valuation by which the State 
Board of Equalization fixed the assessment of the franchises 
of the street and steam railways, bridges and telegraph lines 
at $25,193,031.64? 

The franchise tax bill most favored by the sincere sup- 
porters of the principle at the last session of the legislature 
specifically directed how the board should obtain its informa- 
tion and compute franchise values. In substituting his own 
bill Gov. Dockery said that these specific directions were 
unnecessary. 

It was assumed that this statement of the Governor was 
made in good faith and that the board would proceed along 
business lines to secure the actual values of franchises and 
assess the tax upon that basis.

PHYSICIANS MUST BE DISCREET. 


The New York Court of Appeals has decided that physi- 
cians may not use information gained in treating patients 
for ulterior purposes. 

In this case the plaintiff, a small boy, was run over by a 
street car. A surgeon employed by the company saw him 
immediately after the accident and volunteered his services 
to stop the flow of biood until the hospital surgeons could 
arrive. Afterwards the doctor visited the child at the hos- 
pital. On both occasions the boy talked to him freely and 
without suspicion. 

On the trial the company tried to put in the testimony 
of this doctor. but the court ruled it out. ? 

On appeal the lower court was sustained. The Court of 
Appeals said: “Declarations made by the person thus se- 
verely injured, made to a physician under such circum- 
would certainly be privileged. Except as a physi- 
cian he had no business in the hospital. He did not in- 
form the boy that he came as a representative of the de- 
fendant, and for the purpose of extracting from him an ad- 
mission Which would tend to relieve the defendant from lia- 
bility.”

That set the people of Klamath Falls to 
thinking, and the present snake industry 
of the town is the result of their cogita- 
tions. 

The species of water snake so plentiful 
at Klamath Falls is of a dark color, and 
when full grown about three feet long. 

So great is the supply that tons of the 
reptiles could be shipped annually if there 
were orders for them. The snakes are used

DOUGHS.—A dough is a mixture of flour 
or ineal with liquids and other materials, 
but differs from batters very materially. 
A dough must be stiff enough to knead and 
mold in various forma. he softer the 
dough, especially when baking powders are 
employed, the lighter and moister the 
Doughs that are not made with 
yeast require a greater amount of heat in 
baking, in order to force the solid particles 
apart. Incorporate air into your dough in 
every possible way. By sifting the flour 
well, beating the batter or sponge thorough- 
the process of fermentation 
or formation of carbon dioxide gas the nec- 
essary time to do its work effectually. 


NEADING DOUGHS.—The grain and tex- 
ture of the dough depends on the kneading. 
To give white bread the fine grain and crisp 
tenderness of texture it must be thoroughly 
kneaded. While all doughs should be mixed 
as soft as can be handled without sticking, 
those that are to be rolled and cut into spe- 
clal forms must be a little firmer. 


HOMEMADE BREAD.—Sift two quarts of 
flour into a large bowl and stir into it a 
teaspoonful each of salt and sugar. Into 
this ‘iour stir B peat of warm milk (to whic 
has been added a scant tablespoonful © 
melted butter), a pint of warm water and a 
half a yeast cake dissolved in a gill of 
blood-warm water. Work to a dough, turn 
upon a floured pastry board and knead for 
15 minutes. Put the dough in the bread 
raiser and set to rise over night. Barly in 
the morning divide into loaves, knead each 
for five minutes, put the loaves 1lito 
greased pans and set in a warm place to 
rise for an hour before bakinginasteady 
oven. Cover the bread for the first half 
hour it is in the oven. It should be baked

TEXAS COTTON CROPS SHORT 


President Peters of Cotton Growers’ AS- 
sociation Estimates Crop Under 
Present Conditions at 2,500,- 

OOO Bales. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Aug. 17.—L. B. 
Calvert, president of the Texas Cotton- 
Growers’ Association, in response to _ in- 
quiries today as to the cotton crop condi- 
tions in this state, replied that under cer- 
tain highly favorable conditions, which 
were unlikely to occur at this stage of the 
season, the cotton yield of Texas might 
reach 3,500,000 bales, but from present pros- 
pects they would not exceed 2,200,000 bales, 

In southern Texas the cotton prospects 
are better than at this time last year. The 
Boll weevil has reappeared, however, in the 
counties along the lower Brazos, and it 
may do great damage, as it did last year. 
The weevil did not do its destructive work 
in the Brazos valley last year until after 
the September storms. 

Col. Peters said that in North Texas 
there was bound to be a big shortage. The 
crop would be greatly benefited by a heavy 

eneral rain, but this rain must come with- 
n the next two weeks in order to do any 
good. The plant was fruiting prematurely, 
which was the best indication of a shortage 
of yield. In Central Texas the situation 
was even worse than in northern Texas. 

Col. Peters said that Harvey Jordo of 
Monticello, Ga., president of the Nattonal 
Cotton-Growers’ Asociation, had just made 
a 10 days’ tour of the Texas cotton belt, 
and his conclusions were that there would 
be a considerable shortage of the Texas 
crop. 


THE ARCHBISHOP RECALLED 


Mer. Chappelle Ordered to Give Up His 
Insular See and Return to the 


United States.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—According to 
the latest advices from Rome, Archbishop 
Chappelle has been discharged from all his 
functions as delegate apostolic to Cuba and 
the Philippines.

He will shortly follow Cardinal Gibbons to 
this country and take up the duties of his 


archiepiscopal see of New Orleans. 

Mer. Chapelle was apointed apostolic dele- 
gate to Cuba and Porto Rico in September, 
1898, and his office was enlarged in Febru- 
ary, 1899, so as to include the Philippines. 
He has attempted to handle the compli- 
cated relations of church and the military 
governments of islands, and it is manifest, 
through the acts of church Officials, that 
his conduct of affairs has been no more 
gracious to the Pope than to the war de- 
partment at Washington. 

It is not thought probable that another 
apostolic delegation will be appointed at 
this time. Further negotiations will be 
conducted through the archbishops of San- 
nee and Manila and Bishop Sbarretti of

FLPED REBELS 


Venezuelan Consul Says Full 
Regiments Were in Battle. 


SAYS 


ALSO OFFICERS OF HER ARMY. 
KILLED amp WOUNDED MEN 
WORE COLOMBIAN UNIFORM. 


The Colombian Charge 4d’Affaires 
Makes Counter Charge of Vene- 
zuela Assisting Colombian 
Rebels. 


NEW YORK. Aug 17.—Col. E. Gonales, 
consul-general of Venezuela, in this city, 
said last night that he had received in- 
formation from his government which en- 
ables him to make the following state- 
ment: 

“Colombian officials have been busy dis- 
crediting the report that the recent in- 
vasion of Venezuelan territory was made 
by a Colombian army. In remy to these 
denials the significant fact can be pointed 
out that Senor Herran, Colombia’s charge 
d'affaires at Washington, has not yet con- 
tradicted the report of his governments 
parttcipation in the invasion nor the pres- 
ence on the Venezuela frontier of Gen. 
Gonzales Valencia, former minister of war 
of Colombia. 

“But there are more convincing proofs 
than this mere circumstantial evidence. 
The Caracas government has been official- 
ly informed by the commander of our 
army in San Cristobal that among the 
troops who invaded Venezuela were the 
Colombian regiments known as_ Sucre, 
Bombona,. Giraldot, Vencedores, Tenerife 
and 17 more commanded by Colombian army 
officers. Some of the latter were Geps. 
Gasparini, Pedro Leon Canal and Riascos. 

“My advices say that the killed, wound- 
ed and captured of the other side wore the 
uniform of the Colombian army. Two of 
the prisoners wore the insignia of the 
grenadiers of Cucutax. The Venezuel 
authorities on the frontier have orde 
an investigation which is expected to 
vield further evidence of Colombia’s com- 
plicity in the two unsuccessful raids on 
our frontier.”’ 

Senor Tomas Herran, charge d'affaires 
of the Colombian legation at ashington, 
is in the city awaiting the arrival of his 
family from Colombia. He said yester- 
day: 

‘There is no doubt that Venezuela has 
given help to the rebels in Colombia.” 


FRENCH CRUISER AT COLON.

MAY PREVENT A STRIKE 


MR. C. D. BORDEN’S DISCLOSURE 
HAS SHAMED TEXTILE MEN. 


THEY ANNOUNCED A WAGE CUT 


This, Mr. Borden Declared, Was Done 
to Force a Strike and Thus Reduce 
Accumulated Stocks. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—The assertion of 
Matthew C. D. Borden, printed in the Post- 
Dispatch, that the Fall River members of 
the Textile Manufacturers’ Association 
threatened a 15 per cent reduction in wages 
to bring on a strike and reduce production, 
is thought virtually to have knocked the 
bottom out of the undertaking of the Fall 
River mill owners. 

Mr. Borden has on several occasions ad- 
justed differences between the mill owners 
and operatives. It was learned that the 
scheme of 41 manufacturers who are mem- 
bers of the association to make a 15 per 
cent wage cut was considered by some of 
them to be unwise. The statement of Mr. 
Borden is thought to have produced a de- 
cided change of sentiment, and it is be- 
lieved that over one-third of the mill own- 
ers wfll not sign the agreement. Such a de- 
fection, it is said, would bring the under- 
taking to a disastrous end. 

Many of the associated mill owners have 
all along feared some.move on the part of 
Mr. Borde n, and have held back from com- 
mitting themselves. Mr. Borden’s avowed 
hostility to such.a move, and his influence 
in controlling the print cloth market, have 

made the more timorous unwilling to at- 
tempt the proposed wage cut. 

When asked if he might make some fur- 
ther move against the association in the 
way of declaring an increase of wages, aS 
he did on a similar occasion in 1897, Mr. 

Borden said: ‘‘No. I shall do nothing in 
reference to my wage schedule. If I had 
contemplated such a move I would have 
done it already. 

‘It 1s now known, however, that I thor- 
oughly disapprove of such a cut in wages. 
The only way for these mill owners to meet 
the present situation, which is simply that 
of a glutted market, is to diminish the 
amount of production and make fewer 
goods.”’
